Belgian language. 

Willy is originally from Walhain, St. Paul in 
Belgium while Olga came from Falisolle, 
Belgium, They Were married June 29 and left 
Luxemburg on July 9.for the honeymoon. Before - 
coming here they visited Philadelphia, 
Washington, D:C., Cleveland and Chicago. They 
will leave for Niagara Falls and places in 
Canada July 26 and then leave for home in 
Belgium July 28.
